and timely changes as will keep the 
tariff in harmony with our industrial 
and commercial progress.”

RADE CROSSINGS MUST GO! 

An innovation in the procedure 
of Coroner’s juries is the verdict in 
the Oneonta disaster case finding the 
conductor of the wrecked trolley car 
guilty of criminal negligence and ac- 
cusing the motorman of gross care- 
lessness. Evidence taken by the Cor- 
oner made it clear that the accused 
men obeyed only in a perfunctory way 
the rules requiring them to make sure 
of a clear way before crossing the 
track of a steam railroad, and no 
other conclusion than that they were 
grossly negligent of proper precau- 
tions was possible. Flight of the con- 
ductor before conclusion of the in- 
quest makes inevitable the inference 
that he was conscious of his fault and 
had reason to fear the consequences. 

Railway companies can make rules 
and enjoin upon employés the most 


elaborate precautions, but they cannot 
put brains into the head_of a dolt nor 
can they supply a lacking sense of 
responsibility.
